Gadflying the School Syste 丰

There used to be an Asian Ph.D 
at 133 Van Ness (Central Office) 
who spent*a good deal of his time 
gadflying the School District for its 
insensitivity toward the fundamen- 
tal concerns of urban education: 
administrative competence， affir- 
niative action hiring and promotion， 
and Political astuteness Vis-a-vis 
barent/community -concerns. He 
used to stir UP Such sour feelings 
and outrage among administrators 


with his vinegary commientaries that 


they jliterally. formed an unofficial 
conspiracy to deny him Promotions， 
The name of this beloved gadfly was 
John Lum， 

Some of us who worked in 和 
School System secretly lauded him 


for his irreverent outSspokenness and 


uncompronlising witticism. Those of 
us who encouraged him openly were 
cautioned by our less appreciative 
colleagues not to be so enthusiastic， 
That fear grew out of a recognition 
that there's nothing more offensive 
to an elitist admiinistrator than a 
wise ass Chink who says what he 
knows with hunmor and sarcasm， 
Of all the problems Lum wrote 
and spoke about, the inadequacies 
of Asian educators in the school sys- 
tem seemed to have Dreoccupied 
and irked him the most. He bluntly 
attacked them for the proftessional 
boverty and Political immaturity. 
Frequently, he told them to wise up， 
study the system，chalienge it，and 


organize to get what was needed for 
Asians. 

This was the message of a man 
who was disheartened by the scar- 
city of courage and unity among 
Asians in the District, lt was a mes- 
sage indicting every Asian educator 
for his or her lack of desire and abil- 
ity to fight for the right and the 
opportunities to participate in deci- 
sionmaking that concerns Asians. 
Whether one knows it or not， there 
was an ultimate moral appeal in 
John Lum's gadflying which escaped 
many of us: he wanted us to be 
aware of the problems and to act out 
of concern for each other's common 
cause. He did not see it happen dur- 
ing his 1 years here. 

Jn September 1974, Lum officially 
requested a leave of absence from 
the School District for another posi- 
tion with the National Institute of 
Education in Washington， D.C. 
Interestingly enough, the one reason 
he gave for leaving was “profes- 
Sional growth,” with the implication 
that no such thing existed in the 
District. 

John Lum may 全 been singul- 
arly atypical to _ his peers. But for 
those of us who knew him and 
worked with him，we will not forget 
his_ exceptional 1amboyance and 
outspokenness that seems to be So 
rare anong Asians in the District.

There are nine such institutes ip China. This one，we were told， 
1,500 students, mostly minorities, and has graduated 9,600 stu- 
nts since 直 opened in 1951. Areas of study include politics，lan- 
age (Mandarin as well as minority dialects), and the fine arts (with 

stress on the arts and cultures of different minorities). Tuition 
id board are free and students are expected to serve in minority 
regions or pursue advanced study in the universities upon gradua- 
ion. In a sense, they become liaison officers between the minority 
mrmunity andthe rest of China. 


Diring OUT stay at the Institute，we learned that there are 54 
minority groupsoutside of the Han，which is considered the main 
iock in China. Surprisingly enough, although these 54 groups (e.g&.， 
Tibetan，Mongolian，Korean，Hui，Manchurian， Uighur，etc.) make 
up only 6 per cent of China's Population ， they occupy 50 to 60 per 
cent of China's land. It is a government policy that minorities be

BBE，as defined in the state's 
1972 Education Act，is the“use 
of two languages, one of which is 
English，as a _ means of instruc- 
tion in which concepts and infor- 
mation are introduced in the 
dominant language of the student 
and reinforced i in the second lan- 
guage… 

AB116 

Long lauded as a model of this 
approach is the pilot AB116 proj- 
ect at Marina Junior High School， 
now in its third and final year of 
operation. In the project，accord- 
ing to director Tony Metcalf，pu- 
pils receive intensive instruction 
in ESL，Pplus bilingual English 
and Chinese instruction in math ， 
science and social studies, 

The curriculum parallels that of 
the district's general curriculum 
in scope and sequence，and ma- 
terials are written in Chinese as 
well as English，“so students 
don't waste time looking up in 
the dictionary,” says Metcalf. 
The program is also designed so 
that students do not fall behind in 
other subjects or give up the 
knowledge they accumulated in 
their native language. 

Says Victor Low，Pproject man- 
ager of the Chinese Bilingual 
Project at Commodore Stockton 
and Patrick Henry,“Bilingual is 
more 8a philosophy of education. 
ESL is a technique incorporated 
inthe bilingual program.” 

With BBE，he says,“kids feel 
relaxed，at home，wanting to 
learn. The stereotype that the 
Chinese are quiet children is 
erased. Some kids 一 you cant 
even shut them Up.”BBE is-also 
away ofhandling social problems 
that envelop Chinatown，espe- 
cially in helping to remove the 


differences _ between the Ameri- 
can-born and foreign-born stu- 
dents, he said. 

“From our experience， 计 kids 
start with us in grade one，by 
grade three or four they're 
caught up in terms of being able 
to function in an Enhglish environ- 
ment. They do real well in math 
but can compete with English 
speakers in language arts. They 
develop sejf-respect，confidence 
and skills,”Low:continued .

However successful]，BB 丘 pro- 
grams are far from adequate in 
SCcope in response to the ex- 
pressed needs of the students. 
Financial constraints and lack of 
quajlified staff within the district 
apparently make attempts at pro- 
gram improvement and develop- 
ment difficult. On those two ar- 
guments，however，BBZE propo- 
nents look askance. They say the

Atthe heart of the apparent re- 
caljcitrance of the school district 
to deal with Zaxv, say many, is the 
hesitation of district officials to 
revamp the status quo of a sys- 
tem that has long been repressive 
of minorities 

“The minorities discovered 
something called bilingualeduca- 
tion. The school district is satis- 
fied with ESL. . . . The reason 
we're monolingual is that we've 
swallowed a myth we're a melt- 


ing potcountry. . . .BBE is a way 
of self-fulfiljlment for minorities，” 
they say. 


When the district delegated re- 
sponsibjlity to the Task Force to 
come up with a plan to Implement 
Zazx, ii apparently shifted its own 
responsibilities，at_ least for the 


time being. Presumably, the five 
million students_ identified na- 
tionajly as in need of special lan- 
guage instruction but lacking 让 
WwWill be looking amnxiously at the 
upcoming master plan and the 
district's response to 过.

er jimprisoned in a Mexican .jail 
from 1967 to 1973 on false 
charges of attempting to sel 
stolen securities，has filed a

INNOCENT VICTIEM? 


Many commaunity persons are blaming the Center for Applied Linguis- 
tics (CAL) for failing to come UPp with an acceptable plan to satisfy the 
complaints brought up in the Loa vs. Nichnols lawsuit. 

Part of the blame, however,could be that the CAL was“"“set up”almost 
from the beginning. The SFUSD, which hired the CAL as its outside con- 
Sultant, never gave it the “tools”"that it sorely needed straight from the be- 
ginning . . . an assistant Superintendent or higher to work directly with the 
CAL. 

The director of bilingual education, who is the SFUSD's direct liaison 
with the CAL, is not high enough to be in the superintendent s personal 
administrative team.

DISORIENTED IN THE ORIENT 

China is a mindbogsgling country. 

It has taken me a morrth to sift many of my thoughts and impressions 
into some meaningful schema.Ihave purposely put aside most other read- 
ings about China so that my'first-hand impressions would be“untainted .” 

I will write about my China trip in the near future, particularly about its 
educational system, and more particularly about its language eftorts， 

Here, however,let me make just a few background comments 

First, I was the only “school" person in the American Linguistics Dele- 
gation. All other delegation members were linguistic elites, associated with 
universities strong in the area of linguistics or language reform. Being 3 
School-oriented person, so L_was often told, added the Practical dimension 
to the delegation that was sometimes Sorely needed . 

Eight of the twelve delegates were fluent in Mandarin, four extremely So. 
Qnuite often , oUr Chinese hosts and interpreters had to be very careful and 
precise; otherwise，our Mandarin-speaking delegates would immediately 
correct them. Unlike all other American delegations to the People's Re- 
public of China, then,our delegation was uniquely “blessed.… 

APppropriate enough, our task was to investigate and write about bilin- 
gualism in China. This task having been done in formal style, it is only a 
matter of time till it will be rewritten for general reading,
